“Your committee has reached the conclusion that an immediate reduction of freight rates 

on grain and flour is imperative in the national interest. 
“Your commfttee therefore recommenda,’’ cancludes the report, ‘‘a suspension of the 
Crows Nest Pass agreement, ‘except in respect of grain and flour, for one year from July 6, 1922, 
wtih power to the governor-in-council to suspend for further period of one vear, if in its judg 
ment the then existing conditions justify the same, and your committee recommends that suit 
able legislation be enacted to make effective this recommendation. 

“The recommendation of the committee for the further suspension of the Crow’s Nest Pass 
agreement ys made in view of the great necessity of a general reduction in freight rates on basic 
commodities as a whole, and invvhat is considered to be the general public interest.’’—Extract
